Death of Chas. F. Lord. 

Mr. Chas. F. Lord proprietor of 
Prospect Inn, passed away last 
Friday morning, at the age of 
sixty-three years. 

He was born in Brownville, Me., 
July 3, 1840, where his early life 
was spent. Later he removed bo 
Dexter, and for several years drove 
the stage between Dexter and 
Moosehead lake. He then went to 
Omaha, Nebraska, where he open¬ 
ed a'livery business which was op¬ 
erated successfully for five years/ 
From Omaha he came to Massa¬ 
chusetts and operated two livery 
stables, one at Roxbury and the 
other at Brookline. He remained 
there for twenty years, when he 
sold out both places and purchased 
the hotel property in Bethel in the 
winter of 1901. During the winter , 
and following spring he complete¬ 
ly renovated the property, putting 
it in first-class condition at an ex¬ 
pense rising $10,000. 

Shortly after coming to Bethel 
he became afflicted by a cancer 
from which he could nob get any 
permanent relief, and during the 
past few. months he has been a 
great sufferer from its effects. 
I-Iis remains were taken to Brown- 
ville last Saturday for interment. 

The hotol will continue open 
and will be under tho efficient 
management of Mr. Charles Gatos 
who has had charge of it during 
tho past few months.

The simple habit of.snap¬ 
ping the fingers when one’s memory 
falls for the moment would seem to 
offer ample proof of the fact Curiously 
enough, this same condition, "a physi¬ 
cal movement, will manifest i^lf in' 
many ways undOr similar qlrqum- 
stances. 

-‘All men Jq not snap their fingers 
Nkan there is a menta} lapse which 
they are seeking to overcome. They 
find other ways of brlfiging the gap. 
One man will pat hjs foot when he fqiv 
gets temporarily- Another will bite 
bis Up, or place ht« finger against hla 
temple, or rub one band across his for 
bead, or resort to some, other effort 
to stimulate bis lagging memory. Why 
Is this? Is one’s memory really aided 
by these physical moements? It must 
be, Else humanity would have drop¬ 
ped them long ago,

something, a name, for .Instance, which 
Is right on the end of his tongue, will 
make some kind of physlcial effort to 
conjure the proper Image from his hid¬ 
ing place in the brain cells, Why it Is, 

I do not know.' I know merely that 
it happens, and I suppose, it answers 
some good purpose,"—New Orleans!

The lamentable Ig¬ 
norance that exists in regard to the 
Bible was shown by a test of col- 
lege students as tp their knowledge 
of biblical allusions In the great 
poets. This test was made by 
President Charles F. Thwing, of 
Western Reserve University, and 
the result was .published In the 
Century for May, 1900. It showed 
that a great majority of the stu¬ 
dents had no clew to the most ob- 
vlous biblical , allusions.—From 
“Some Things a.jBoy of Seventeen 
Should Have Had an Opportunity 
to Read.”—Beylew of Reviews for 
December.
